STRIKE SPIRIT 
IS SPREADING. 


All Roads Entering Atlanta 
May Be Involved. 


| Officer Encourages 


Acts of Lawlessness. 


Railway Employees Victims 
of Many Outrages. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


ATLANTA (Ga.) Oct. §.—([{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) The strike on the 
Georgia road seems as far from set- 
tlement as the day the men went out. 
Reinstatement of the forty-six em- 
ployees of the Atlanta Joifit Termin- 
als still divides railroad and strikers. 
The hitch over the reinstatement of 
the terminal employees threatens to 
involve every road entering Atlanta. 
After a conference today with United 
States Labor Commissioner Neal and 
with Vice-Presidents Val Fitzpatrick 
and G. H. Sinos, of the trainmen, the 
Atlanta Joint Terminals Company 
finally refused to reinstate the em- 
ployees who went out with the 
Georgia noad trainmen. When the 
stand of the terminal company be- 
came known, a high official of the 
Brotherhood of Trainmen asserted 
that unless the terminals company re- 
ceded from its position in a few 
days more than 18,000 men on elght 
great southern roads would be call«t 


out. 

NO TRAINS YESTERDAY. 

Not a train was run on the Georgia 
road today, although a Federal in- 
junction has been secured restrain- 
ing strikers from interfering with 
their trains. Georgia road officers de- 
cline to say when they will attempt 
to operate trains. So much bitterness 
exists against the road along the line 
that employees fear to take out trains. 
It developed today’ that Conductor 
Kenyor and Flagman Wilson were 
taken by a mob from the last train 
run over the line at Harlem, and 
hanged »y the neck wntil they were 
nearly dead. Then they were chased 
into the woods. 

ENCOURAGES MOB. 
Attacked by a mob at Thompson, 
Conductor FEroner appealed to Sheriff 
Clay for protection.
